REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The forecast in the report of the Board of Welfare in the 1964 report 
that the cost of Public Assistance would increase as the population of 
Bellingham increased, was substantiated when the final figures were 
compiled for this Department. The total cost of all categories for 1964, 
(exclusive of the cost of administration and without reflecting reimburse- 
ments from the Federal and State Government), was $152,042.60 as com- 
pared to $174,305.24 in 1965. 


This however, was not as great an increase as was anticipated and 
resulted in a substantial amount being turned back to the Town from 
the Public Assistance Town Account. Following is a breakdown by cate- 
gories of the total expenditures.

To recapitulate, the figure used for Federal and State reimburse- 
ments above is based on advice of audits that approve the amount due 
to be reimbursed to the Town, and not necessarily the amount already 
received. Federal Grants are current as they are paid on an advance 
basis. In the case of State reimbursements, in the categories of Old Age 
Assistance, Medical Aid for the Aged and Disability Assistance, they are 
two months in arrears, and Aid to Families With Dependent Children, 
eight months in arrears. 


To again appraise the Taxpayers of what the future holds in store, 
the following information is submitted. 


Medical Aid for the Aged will no doubt decrease in cost due to the 
effect of the new Medicare Program effective July 1, 1966, which will 
take care of the majority of the costs of medical aid for our senior citi- 
zens and result in very few new cases. 


Old Age Assistance will continue on the decline in case numbers, due 
to increased benefits under Social Security, but net cost of those already 
on will remain static or increase due to legislative action to increase 
various allowances. 


Aid to Families with Dependent Children will continue to rise in 
numbers and costs due to amendments to the Social Security Act which 
has broadened the scope of services to these families, and the continuing 
rise in population of Bellingham, particularly in the younger married 
age group. 


DISABILITY ASSISTANCE will remain fairly static in costs and 
cases, unless there is a tremendous increase in temporary disability cases 
due to prolonged illness or serious accidents. 


General Welfare being in most cases for people in need of temporary 
assistance, the cost will remain approximately the same. 
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In respect to the office staff, at present it consists of the Director, 
William E. Quirk, and Clerk-Typist, Jeannette Fleury, both permanent 
Civil Service Employees. There is at present, a vacancy for a permanent 
Social Worker. (And we may add, future regulations will require an 
additional Social Worker because no Social Worker will be required to 
carry over 60 cases.) In the past year, both Social Workers, Mr. Lawrence 
Catusi and Mr. William F. Lavalle, resigned to accept higher positions. 


The Board of Public Welfare and office staff wish to express appre- 
ciation for the cooperation received from all other Departments, The 
Clergy, Fraternal and Civic Organizations.

This year the main library saw the installation of a new heating 
system, telephone service and a new front door. With this major project 
now complete it will enable us to open the new Juvenile Room and pro- 
vide the necessary service for the youngsters in our community. 


The application for a 1965 state grant for public libraries, submitted 
by the Board of Trustees met all the requirements of public library 
service and the minimum standards promulgated by the Board of Library 
Commissioners for participation in the grant program. Therefore, the 
Town of Bellingham received a 1965 state grant of $1,693.50. 


All parents should be reminded that they are responsible for their 
children’s overdue and lost books. Children below the second grade will 
not be allowed to borrow books, although parents, themselves, may bor- 
row books for them. Due to the increased hourly schedule all library 
patrons are allowed to borrow up to three books per library card. Books 
can be borrowed for a two week period and may be renewed either in 
person or by phone for another period of two weeks.

Mill. 


Surveys of existing vacant plants were conducted for the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Commerce and Development for inclusion in the 
Department’s publication. Advertising to promote industry in the town 
has been placed in the New York Times Economic Review. 


New professionally designed signs, painted and erected by Belling- 
ham firms, have been placed at the four major route entrances into 
Bellingham. 


A brouchure inviting industry to locate in Bellingham has been writ- 
ten and is waiting publication pending allocation of funds in the 1966 
budget. 


During the year the members of the Commission have met with 
other Development Commission Chairmen and their members. They at- 
tended a meeting at Dean Junior College concerning development of 
proposed Route 495 where the speakers were Governor Volpe and DPW 
Commissioner Francis W. Sargent.

REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM CIVIL DEFENSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen; 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Civil Defense since this 
Director has taken office in October, the following duties have been 
accomplished; 


1. We have completed Standard and Advanced First Aid courses 
which was opened to the residents of the town under the direction of 
William Cummings. 


2. We have a graduated Radiological Instructor who is now pre- 
pared to teach Radiological Courses in the near future. 
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3. There is a temporary Communication Center located at Denault’s 
Garage at Pulaski Blvd. In this Communication Center, at the present 
time the following radios are in operations. 


38a Citizens band base station with eleven mobile radios, five of 
these radios are owned by the Town and remainder belonging to Aux- 
iliary Police personnel. 


3b Radio tied in with the Bellingham Police Department. 
3c State Police Monitor, required by State Civil Defense. 


3d Six meter radio direct to Area State Civil Defense Headquarters 
in Milford. 


3e There are two more radios being repaired at the present time 
which will be tied in with the Town Fire Department and the Town 
Highway Department, in that way the Communication Center will be 
connected with all protective agencies in the town. 


The warning system for the town is at present inadequate and this 
situation we hope to remedy in the future. 


We want to strive to continue our classes on “First Aid and family 
survival Self help programs’’. 


We are going to attempt to have power at the Communication Cen- 
ter at all times by purchasing a generator to use in the event of power 
failure. 


Unfortunately, Matching Funds are not available to us at the pres- 
ent time due to the fact that there is no building available in the Town 
adequate for a Civil Defense Communication or C. D. Center and with 
the continuing aid of our Town Fathers, we in Civil Defense feel certain 
that our goals, aims, purpose and accomplishments an adequate build- 
ing will be found for this purpose, and eliviate this problem so that we 
may be on the Matching Fund Program. 


There is unlimited work to be accomplished in the Civil Defense 
Field and I will do all in my power to improve the Civil Defense pro- 


gram in this town and be worthy of the appointment of Civil Defense 
Director.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH AGENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens and Taxpayers 
of Bellingham: 


The annual report of the Health Agent is herewith submitted. 


From January 1965 thru December 31, 1965, 186 health permits 
were issued by me for the installation of and repairs to sewerage disposal 
systems. 


The fee for a health permit is $5.00. The fee for a sewerage permit 
is $2.00. Applications must be filled out accompanied by a diagram show- 
ing locations of the new installation or repair. In addition, percolation 
tests must be taken and submitted with the application before a health 
permit can be issued. 


The present health code in regards to sewerage disposal systems is 
antiquated and in need of up-dating. Under instructions from the Board 
of Health I have worked along these lines with the State Sanitary En- 
gineers and have submitted to the Board of Health a revised code for 
their approval. We hope to have all necessary information ready in the 
near future. 


Polio Clinics: 


In 1965, two free Polio clinics were held for pre-school children. The 
clinics were organized by me and were well attended. I am pleased to 
report that there was not one case of Poliomyelitis contracted within 
the Town of Bellingham in 1965. Oral Sabin vaccine was used in both 
clinics. It was made available by the Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Health. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all volunteers, Civil 
Defense workers and clerical workers headed by Mrs. Gloria Spayd, 
Miss Lucy King, R.N., and Mrs. Ann E. Fenn, R.N. for their splendid 
cooperation in these clinics.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens and Taxpayers 
of Bellingham: 


The Zoning Board of Appeals was organized for the year on March 
18, 1965. Michele Parisi was elected chairman, Bertrand R. Boiteau was 
named clerk. The other members of the Board being Matthew Pytko 
and A. Anthony Zerneri. Mr. Zerneri submitted his resignation effec- 
tive August 1, 1965 since he relocated in Hatfield, Massachusetts. His 
resignation was accepted with regret. During his term with the Zoning 
Board of Appeals, Mr. Zerneri proved to be a very able and industrious 
member. As a replacement, the Board of Selectmen appointed Joseph 
Chiappone on August 8, 1965. 


1965 has proven to be the busiest year for the Zoning Board of 
Appeals since its inception. During the past year the Board had 27 
Public Hearings on requests for variances and exceptions. Each ap- 
plicant was thoroughly screened by Board members asking pertinent 
questions and resolved minor difficulties between appellants and abut- 
ters when required. 


In rendering its decision, the Board at all times gave first considera- 
tion to the betterment of the Town of Bellingham and made suggestions 
and placed restrictions with this in mind. 


After due consideration and deliberation of the 27 applications, 1 
was rescheduled due to lack of notification of all abutters, 1 was with- 
drawn by the appellant on the date of the hearing, 5 were denied, and 
20 were granted with several having restrictions placed on them. 


This year a new fee schedule for zoning permits was put into effect 
as a result of the Board’s proposal for a more equitable arrangement. 
As a public service, the Board has decided with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen to print the Zoning By-Laws in this year’s town 
report. Also, this year the Board initiated a form indicating the pro- 
cedure to be followed by an appellant requesting a variance from the 
Zoning By-Laws. This form is available at any of the regularly scheduled 
meetings on the first and third Thursday of every month. All meetings 
are opened to the public. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank the members of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Town Counsel, and many other interested citizens for 
their cooperation during the year 1965.

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ZONING BY-LAWS FOR THE TOWN OF 
BELLINGHAM, MASS. 


Adopted At A Meeting On Dec. 2, 1960 
Attorney General Received On Feb. 20, 1961 


SECTION 1—PURPOSE 


A. It shall be the intent of this by-law to promote the health, safety, 
convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the Town of Bellingham 
by regulating and restricting the size and width of lots, the size of 
yards, courts and other open spaces, and the percentage of lot that may 
be occupied. 


B. The Town of Bellingham is hereby divided into classes of districts 
as shown on the Zoning Map of the Town of Bellingham, Massachsuetts, 
prepared under the direction of the Planning Board, and said map, to- 
gether with all boundary lines and designations thereon, is hereby 
declared to be part of this By-Law. 


SECTION 2—VALIDITY 


A. The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall 
not invalidate any other section or provision. 


SECTION 3—OTHER REGULATIONS 


A. This by-law shall not interfere with or annul any other by-law 
rule, regulation or permit; provided that this by-law shall control when 
it is more stringent. 


SECTION 4—PENALTY 


A. <Any person violating any of the provisions of this by-law shall 
be subject to penalty of not more than twenty dollars for each offense. 


B. Each day that a violation continues shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


SECTION 5—ENFORCEMENT 


A. This by-law shall be enforced by the Selectmen or through an 
inspector appointed by them. 


B. If the enforcing agency be informed or have reason to believe 
that any provision of this by-law has been, is being, or is about to be 
violated, it shall make or cause to be made an investigation of the facts, 
including the inspection of the premises where the violation may exist, 
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and if any violation is found, shall give immediate notice in writing, to 
the owner or his duly authorized agent and to the occupant of the 
premises. 


Cc. If, after such notice is given, said violation continues, the en- 
forcing agency shall revoke any authorization issued in connection with 
the premises and shall take such other action as is necessary to enforce 
the provision of this by-law. 


SECTION 6—BOARD OF APPEALS 


A. There shall be a Board of Appeals of three members and one 
associate member appointed as provided in Section 14 of Chapter 40A 
of the General Laws, as amended, which shall act on all matters within 
its jurisdiction under this by-law in the manner prescribed in said chap- 
ter, and subject always to the rule that it shall give due consideration to 
promoting the public health, safety, convenience, and welfare and to 
conserving property values, that it shall permit no building or use in- 
jurious, noxious, offensive or detrimental to a neighborhood and that 
it shall prescribe appropriate conditions and safeguards in each case. 


B. The Board of Appeals so appointed shall act as the Board of 
Appeals for the Planning Board under the provisions of Section 81A 
through Section 81Y of Chapter 41 of the General Laws as amended. 


SECTION 7—AREA REGULATIONS 


A. Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the erection, restoration, or placing of a building on a lot of less than 
minimum requirements subject to the following provisions: 


1. Such lot is separately owned and was established by the record- 
ing of an instrument or plan in the Registry of Deeds for Norfolk 
County prior to the adoption of this by-law, or-such lot is part of a 
subdivision plan which received the approval of the Planning Board 
prior to the adoption of this by-law. 


2. Such building complies with setback and coverage requirements 
whenever possible. 


B. Minimum lot requirements shall be dependent on use 


1. No dwelling shall be erected or placed in a residential district 
on a lot containing less than twenty thousand square feet and having 
a frontage on a public or private street or way of less than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet. 


2. No dwelling shall be erected or placed in an agricultural district 
on a lot containing less than thirty thousand square feet and having 
a frontage on a public or private street or way of less than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five feet. 
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3. For any other use the minimum lot size shall be determined by 
compliance with setback and coverage requirements. 


C. No building, excepting eaves, steps and uncovered porches, shall 
be built within twenty feet of the street line, provided that no building 
need be set back more than the average of the setbacks of the dwellings 
of the lots next thereto on either side. 


D. No building or structure shall be built within ten feet of any side 
lot line unless there is a party wall, and excepting accessory RRS 
which shall not be built within five feet of any side lot line. 


E. No building or structure shall be built within twenty feet of the 
rear lot line, excepting accessory buildings which shall not be built 
within five feet of the rear lot line. 


F. Within the area formed by the lines of intersecting streets and a 
line joining points on such lines twenty feet distant from their point of 
intersection, or in the case of a rounded corner the point of intersection 
of their tangents, no structure and no foliage shail be maintained be- 
tween a height of three and one-half and a height eight feet above the 
plane through their curb grades. 


G. There shall be in front of every building not fronting on a street, 
a yard not less than twenty feet deep. 


H. No building or addition to any building shall hereafter be placed 
on any lot of land which will result in the covering by the building, -or 
buildings, of more than forty percent of the area of such lot. 


I. There shall be provided and maintained for every building here- 
after constructed or placed, designed or intended to be used for any 
business, institutional, or commercial purpose, including a hotel or other 
building designed or intended to be used for more than one family, but 
not including garages or other building's principally used for the storage 
and parking of motor vehicles, either on the same lot with the building 
or within a walking distance of six hundred feet of such lot, facilities 
for the parking of motor vehicles as follows: 


1. For each dwelling house, including an apartment hotel an area 
of four hundred square feet for each family unit contained in the 
building. 


2. For a hotel, inn, or lodging house or a restaurant or other eat- 

ing place, either an area of one hundred fifty square feet for each 

guest room or two square feet for each square foot of area in which 
food is served, whichever is greater. 


3. For any other building used for any business, industrial, institu- 
tional or commercial’ purpose, an area of at least two square feet for 
each square foot of ground area occupied by the building. 
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The area prescribed above includes space for maneuvering within the 
parking facilities, which facilities may be located in, on, under, or out- 
side a building, shall have adequate means of access, be otherwise ad- 
apted to the parking of vehicles, and shall be kept available therefor. 
Areas required to be kept open and unoccupied by buildings under para- 
graphs C, D, E, and G, may be used for such parking, but no buildings or 
other structures shall be placed in such areas, except as permitted in 
said paragraphs. Nothing herein shall be construed to prohibit the own- 
er of such area from restricting the use thereof to his customers, em- 
ployees and other invitees, nor from charging a reasonable fee for the 
use thereof. Owners or others in control of stores or other buildings or 
uses, requiring off-street parking facilities as prescribed herein may 
join in establishing group parking lots with adequate capacity for all 
buildings and uses participating in such group parking lots. Parking 
facilities on any lot in excess of those required for any building on such 
lot may be permitted by the owner or occupant to be used for building 
on other lots. 


SECTION 8—AUTHORIZATIONS 
A. Building Permits: 


1. No building or structure shall be erected externally alteyed, 
altered for a change in use, or moved in location unless a building 
permit for such be issued by the Selectmen or an agent appointed by 
them. 


2. All applications for building permits shall be in writing to the 
Selectmen and shall be accompanied by the proper fee and a plot plan 
drawn to scale showing the size, location and square footage of floor 
area of building to be erected or altered. Applications shall set forth 
the use or uses proposed or intended and such other information as 
may be requested. 


B. Occupancy Certificates. 


1. No building or structure shall be occupied or used unless the 
Selectmen or an inspector appointed by them shall indicate on the 
building permit that buildings or structures have been inspected and 
apparently conform to the provisions of this by-law. 


C. Exceptions. 


1. All applications for exceptions shall be in writing to the Board 
of Appeals and shall be accompanied by the required fee to cover the 
cost of advertising a public hearing, and a plot plan drawn to scale, 
showing the size and location of buildings to be erected or altered. 
Applications shall set forth reasons that an exception is desired and 
such other information as may be required. 
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D. Variances. 


1. All petitions for variances shall be in writing to the Board of 
Appeals and shall be accompanied by the required fee and a plot plan 
drawn to scale showing conditions affecting such parcel of land or 
building as is involved. Applications shall state the reasons that a 
variance is desirable and such other information as may be requested. 


E. Appeals. 


1. An appeal may be taken to the Board of Appeals by any person 
aggrieved by reason of his inability to obtain an authorization from 
any administrative body under the provision of this by-law, or by any 
person aggrieved by any order or decision of such body believed to be 
in violation of any provision of this by-law or of Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws. 


2. Within thirty-one days after the date of the date of the order 
or decision upon which an appeal is based, a notice of Appeal speci- 
fying the grounds thereof shall be filed with the Town Clerk, who 
shall then act in accordance with Section 16 of Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws 


SECTION 9—NON-CONFORMITIES 


A. No building or structure may be constructed, altered or used for 
any purpose that would be injurious, obnoxious, or offensive to a neigh- 
borhood by reason of noise, vibration, smoke, odor, gas, fumes, dust 
cinders, chemicals, or other objectionable features, or that may be dan- 
gerous to a neighborhood through fire, evplosion or other cause. 


B. Any non-conforming building or structure in existence at the time 
of adoption of this by-law or any amendment thereto, may be reconstruc- 
ted on the old foundations if destroyed by fire or other accidental or 
natural cause. 


C. Parking of trailers, buses and mobile units, or use of trailers, 
buses or mobile units for residence in excess of thirty days is prohibited 
unless an exception is granted by the Board of Appeals. 


D. A fifty percent increase in the extent of the non-conforming use 
of a structure or land may be made. 


E. The Board of Appeals after holding a public hearing may grant 
a special exception to permit further expansion of non-conforming build- 
ings or structures in the best interest of the town. 


SECTION 10—DEFINITION OF DISTRICTS 


A. The classes of districts are: 
Residential Districts 
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Agricultural Districts 
Business Districts 
Industrial Districts 


B. District Boundaries. The location of boundaries shall be shown 
on the zoning map and shall be determined as follows: 


1. Where the boundry lines are shown on the map within the street 
lines of public or private streets or ways, the center lines of such 
streets or ways shall be the boundary lines. | 


2. Where the boundry lines are shown approximately on the lo- 

cation of existing property or lot lines, and the exact location of the 

zoning boundaries is not indicated by figures, distant or otherwise, 
then the property or lot lines shall be the zoning boundary lines. 


3. Where the boundary lines are shown on the map outside of 
street lines and approximately thereto, they shall be considered to be 
parallel.to such street lines. Figures placed on the map between the 
zoning boundary lines and the street lines indicate distances in feet 
measured at_right angles to street lines unless otherwise indicated. 


4. In cases not covered by the above paragraphs, the boundry 
lines shall be determined by the distances in feet, when given on the 
map from the center lines on the map, or when distances are not 
given, by the scale. 


5. Whenever the exact location of a boundary line cannot be de- 
termined under the above provisions, the location of such line shall 
be determined by the enforcing authority. 


SECTION 11—RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 


In the residential districts no buildings, structures or premises shall 
be constructed, altered or used for: 


A. . Any industry, trade, manufacturing or commercial purpose unless 
so provided under paragraph 7, or; 


B. Any purpose except one or more of the following specified uses: 
1. Single family detached house. 


2. Two family detached house if located on a lot having an area 
at least fifty per cent greater than required for a single family dwel- 
ling. 


3. Church 
4. Public school or other public use. 


5. Farm, market, garden, nursey or green house, including the sale, 
packing and processing of natural products, 75% of which must be 
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raised by property owner, but not including a farm, the principal ac- 
‘tivity of which is the raising or sale of poultry, horses or other live- 
stock or their products. 


6. Such accessory uses as are customary in connection with the 
uses enumerated above and are incidental thereto, including a private 
garage or private stable, in connection with residential use, including 
the office of a professional man or woman in his or her own residence, 
and also including the use of a room or rooms in a dwelling or acces- 
sory building for a customary home occupation conducted by a resi- 
dent of the premises provided there is no external evidence of any 
business other than an identifying sign or emblem, the total area of 
which shall not exceed five square feet. 


7. <Any of the following uses, if permission | is in each case obtained 
as provided for in Section 6. 


a. Residence for not more than four families, boarding or lodg- 
ing house; provided however, that the building so used was. in exis- 
tence on the same premises at the time this by-law took effect, and 
provided further that the Board of Appeals make a written finding 
together with the reasons thereof, that the original building no longer 
can be reasonably used or adapted for a use regularly allowed or per- 
mitted in the district. 


b. Private school, college, en dae or other use of an education 
character. 


c. Public or semi-public institutions of a philanthropic or charit- 
able character. 


d. Hospital or other medical institution, but not including vet- 
erinary or medical institutions or activities for the care of animals. 


e. Telephone exchange provided there is no service yard. 


f. Maintenance of a shop in existing residence, machine, wood- 
working, metals, art or photo studio and other similar pursuits norm- 
ally classified as artisan in nature, provided that employees are limit- 
ed to one other than the immediate family and further provides that 
no display, advertisement, etc. relative thereto shall be permitted other 
than an identifying sign or emblem, the total area of which shall not 
exceed five square feet. 


SECTION 12—AGRICULTURAL DISTRICTS 


In the agricultural districts, no buildings, structures or premises shall 
be constructed, altered or used for any purpose except one or more of 
the following specified uses: 


1. Any purpose authorized in the residential districts however, 
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the fifty per cent greater area requirement for a two family dwelling 
shall be fifty per cent greater than what is required in Section 7, 
subsection B (2). 


2. Raising or sale of poultry, horses or other livestock and their 
products providing the building to house livestock is at least 60 feet 
- from the street lines and 40 feet from adjacent property lines. 


3. Veterinary or medical institutions or activities for the care of 
animals, including public stable. 


SECTION 13—BUSINESS DISTRICTS 


In the business districts no buildings, structures or premises shall be 
constructed, altered or used for any purpose except one or more of the 
following specified uses: 


1. Any purpose authorized in the residential districts, however 
the dwelling must conform to the residential district area requirement. 


2. Restaurant or other eating establishment. 
3. Retail shop or store, salesroom or showroom. 


4. Undertaking or funeral establishment, including embalming and 
accessory uses. 


5. Theater, hall, club or other places of amusement or assembly 
6. Office, bank or other monetary establishment. 
7. Public or semi-public establishment. 


8. Public garage, gasoline filling or service station, automobile 
repairing establishment, printing plant, telephone exchange including 
service yard and garage. 


9. Light manufacturing of products, the major portion of which 
is sold on the premises by the manufacturer to the consumer, provi- 
ded that no trade or manufacturing shall be carried on which is: 


a. Prohibited or not authorized in the industrial districts, or 
would be: 


b. Injurious, offense or obnoxious to a neighborhood by reason 
of noise, vibration, odor, smoke, gas, fumes, chemicals, cinders, dust 
or other objectionable features or would be: | 


c. Dangerous to a neighborhood through fire, explosion or any 
other cause. 


10 Such accessory uses as are customary with the above uses. 
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11. Any additional uses for which permission may be granted in a 
specific case, as hereinafter provided in Section 6, if it has been deter- 
mined that the proposed use is similar to one or more uses specifically 
authorized in this section. 


SECTION 14—INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS 


In the industrial districts no building, structures or precises shall be 
constructed, altered or used for any purpose except one or more of the 
following specified uses: 


1. Any purpose or accessory use authorized in the business districts 
without requiring any permission except as is required under the pro- 
visions of the town regulations, or otherwise required by law, but no 
residential purpose shall be permitted, except single family dwelling 
for personnel required for the safe operation of a permitted use to 
reside on the premises thereof. 


2. Any industry, trade, light manufacturing, commercial or other 
purpose not prohibited by this section or by law or town regulation. 


3. But no buildings, structures or premises may be constructed, 
altered or used for any purpose that would be injurious, objectionable, 
obnoxious or offensive to a neighborhood by reason of noise, vibration, 
smoke, odor, gas, fumes, dust, cinders, chemicals or other objection- 
able features, or that may be dangerous to a neighborhood through 
fire, explosion or other cause. 


4. No industrial building shall be erected closer than 100 feet from 
abutting residential districts.

Sirs: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Bellingham for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1964, and submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and verified by 
comparison with the records in the offices of the town treasurer and the 
town accountant. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with the town 
treasurer’s books and with the records of the several departments in 
which charges originated or money was collected for the town, while 
the recorded disbursements were checked with the selectmen’s warrants 
and with the payments as shown by the books of the town treasurer. 


The appropriations, transfers, and loan authorizations, as recorded on 
the town accountant’s books, were verified by comparison with the town 
clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings and the recorded transfers 
from the reserve fund were checked with the authorizations of the fi- 
nance committee. 
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The general and appropriation ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial 
balance was taken off, the necessary adjustments resulting from the 
audit were made, and a balance sheet showing the financial condition 
of the town on December 31, 1964 was prepared and is appended to this 
report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The cash book footings were verified, and the recorded 
receipts were compared with the town accountant’s books, with the 
records of the several departments collecting money for the town, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the selectmen’s warrants and 
with the town accountant’s records. 


The cash balance on February 2, 1965 was proved actual count of the 
cash in the office, by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements 
furnished by the banks of deposit, and by certification of the United 
States Treasury bills. 


The savings bank books representing the investments of the several 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the town treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income was proved and all transactions and 
balances were verified. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were com- 
pared with the amounts falling due and were checked with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined and checked in detail. The amounts added to the tax title ac- 
count were compared with the books of the tax collector, the reported 
redemptions were checked with the receipts as recorded in the treasurer’S 
cash bock, and the tax titles and tax possessions on hand were listed, 
reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger and checked with the rec- 
ords at the Registry of Deeds. 


It is again recommended that foreclosure proceedings be instituted 
on all tax titles held by the town over two years, as required by the 
provisions of Section 50, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and State 
taxes, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were examined 
and checked with the controlling accounts in the town accoutant’s ledger. 

The books and accounts of the tax collectors were examined and check- 
ed in detail. The taxes and excise outstanding at the time of the previous 
audit, as well as all subsequent commitments, were audited and proved 
with the assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. The payments 
to the town treasurer were verified, the recorded abatements were 
checked with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the taxes 
transferred to the tax title account were compared with the treasurer’s 
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tax title records, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with respective controlling accounts in the town accountant’s ledger. 

The collector’s cash balance on Frebruary 2, 1965 was proved by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the bank of 
deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The records of water and departmental accounts receivable were ex- 
amined and checked. The payments to the town treasurer were verified, 
the abatements were checked with the departmental records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water accounts were 
further verified by mailing notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from the replies 
received thereto it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and checked in 
detail. The records of receipts on account of dog and sporting licenses 
were audited. The payments to the State and to the town were checked 
with the receipts on file and with the town treasurer‘s books, and the 
cash on hand was verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found 
to be in the proper form. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the electmen and by the 
building, plumbing, and wire inspectors, as well as by the police and 
health departments, were examined and checked, and the payments to 
the town treasurer were verified. 


The recorded receipts by the sealer of weights and measures and by 
the school and library departments, as well as by all other departments 
collecting money for the town or committing bills for collection, were 
examined, checked, and reconciled with the treasurer’s and the town. 
accountant’s records . 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report 
tables showing reconciliations of the treasurer’s and the tax collector’s 
cash, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, departmental, and water 
accounts, as well as schedules showing the condition and transactions 
of the trust and investment funds. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation extended by all town officials during the prog- 
ress of the audit.

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BY-LAWS 
of the 


TOWN OF BELLINGHAM, MASSACHUSETTS 


ARTICLE I 
GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 1. The following provisions shall constitute the General 
By-Laws of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts. 


Section 2. The repeal of a by-law shall not thereby have the effect 
of reviving any by-law theretofore repealed. 


Section 3. Words and phrases specifying or naming any officer, 
board or committee of the town, shall be construed as including the law- 
ful succesor, or the person or persons having the powers and performing 
the duties of such officer, board or committee. 


Section 4. Any or all of those by-laws may be repealed or 
amended or other by-laws may be adopted at an Annual Town Meeting 
only, an article or articles for that purpose having been inserted in the 
warrant for such meeting by the Selectmen. (Approved October 15, 
1963). 


Section 5. Whoever violates any of the provisions of these by- 
laws whereby any act or thing is enjoined or prohibited, shall, unless 
other provision is expressly made, forfeit and pay a fine not exceeding 
twenty dollars for each offense. 


ARTICLE II 
TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1 The annual town meeting for the election of town 
officers shall be held on the first Monday of March of each year. 


Section 2. All business of the Annual Town Meeting, except the 
election of such officers and the determination of such matters as are 
required by law to be elected or determined by ballot, shall be considered 
at an adjournment of such Meeting to be held on the third Friday after 
the Town Election at 8:00 P.M. (Approved August 26, 1957). 


Section 3. The polls shall be opened at 10 o’clock in the morning 
and shall remain open until 8 o’clock in the evening.(Approved August 
26, 1957). 
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Section 4. Notice of every town meeting shall be given by posting 
attested copies of the warrant therefor in at least one public place in 
each precinct not less than fourteen days before the day fixed for such 
meeting. 


Section 5. At least seven days before the day fixed in the warrant 
for the annual town meeting, the Selectmen shall cause to be left at 
each occupied dwelling house and apartment in the town a copy of the 
report of the Finance Committee and a copy of the Annual Town Report. 


Section 6. As soon as practicable after the adjournment of any 
town meeting, on a vote to adjourn to another day, the clerk shall cause 
a brief statement of the day and hour to which the adjournment was 
voted and of the business remaining to come before the meeting, to be 
posted in at least one public place in each precinct, and if the period of 
adjournment will permit, shall cause a similar notice to appear in a 
newspaper published in the County of Norfolk and nearest to the Town 
of Bellingham. 


Section 7. The number of voters necessary to constitute a quorum 
at any town meeting shall be one hundred; provided, however, that a 
number less than a quorum may from time to time adjourn the same. 
This section shall not apply to such parts of meetings as are devoted 
exclusively to the election of town officers. (Approved July 27, 1955). 


Section 8. Copies of the warrant and of the report of the Finance 
Committee thereon shall be made available to the voters at all town 
meetings. iy 


Section 9. The moderator shall appoint tellers, who shall permit 
only registered voters to enter upon the floor of the Town Hall at the 
Annual or any town meeting; the stage may be eee, under the 
direction of the Moderator. 


Section 10. Articles of the warrant shall be acted upon in the order 
in which they appear unless otherwise determined by vote of the meeting. 


Section 11. All motions having to do with the expenditure of money 
shall be presented in writing; other motions shall be in writing if so 
directed by the Moderator. 


Section 12. Ifa motion is susceptible of division, it shall be divided 
and the question shall be put separately upon each part thereof, if seven 
voters so request. 


Section 13. When a question is before the meeting, the following 
motions, namely: to adjourn; to lay on the table; for the previous ques- 
tion; to postpone to a time certain; to commit, recommit or refer; to 
amend; to postpone indefinitely; shall be received and shall be decided 
without debate. 
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Section 14. On a proposed amendment involving sums of money, 
the smaller amount shall be put to the question first, and an affirmative 
vote thereon shall be a negative vote on the larger amount. (Approved 
July 27, 1955). 


Section 15. An amendment to a motion shall not be amended. 


Section 16. Any person who is employed as an attorney by another 
interested in any matter under discussion at a town meeting shall dis- 
close the fact of his employment before speaking thereon. 


Section 17. When a question is put, the sense of the meeting shall 
be determined by the voices of the voters and the Moderator shall. de- 
clare the vote as it appears to him. If the Moderator is unable to decide 
the vote by the sound of voices, or if his decision is immediately ques- 
tioned by seven or more voters rising in their places for that purpose, 
he shall determine the vote by ordering a show of hands and he may 
ONY tellers to make and return the count. 


. Section 18. The meeting may order that the vote on any motion 
shall be taken by a “Yes” and “No” ballot. } 


(a) No appropriation of money for capital expenditures of $10,000 

or more shall be voted to be raised at any town meeting except 
by a secret ballot; said ballot to be printed with two parts, one 
signifying a YES vote and the other signifying a NO vote; and 
said ballots to be made available, when and if needed to all reg- 
istered voters present at the meeting. (Approved December 19, 
1962). 


_ Section 19. When a motion for reconsideration is decided, that de- 
cision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be reconsidered 
more than once; nor shall any vote be reconsidered on a motion to ad- 
journ, to lay on the table, or for the previous question. 


Section 20. All committees shall report as directed by the Town. 
If no report is made within a year after its appointment, a committee 
shall be discharged unless, in the meantime, the town shall have granted 
an extension of time. 


Section 21. No motion the effect of which would be to dissolve 
the meeting, shall be in order until every article in the warrant there- 
for has been duly considered and acted upon, but this shall not preclude 
the postponement of consideration of any article to an adjournment of th 
meeting at a stated time and place. 


Section 22. No appropriation of money shall be voted unless and 
until the subject matter thereof shall have been considered by the Fi- 
nance Committee at a public hearing held in accordance with Section 
4 of Article IV of the By-Laws, and the said Finance Committee shall 
report its recommendations thereof to the Town Meeting in accordance 
with said Section 4 of Article IV. (Approved July 27, 1955). 
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ARTICLE III 
TOWN OFFICERS 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall have the general direction and 
management of the property and affairs of the town in all matters not 
otherwise provided for by law or these by-laws. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall cause each town officer and de- 
partment head having custody of town property to keep a true inven- 
tory thereof on file, and each officer and department head shall deliver 
a copy of said inventory to the Town Accountant at least annually. 


Section 3. The Selectmen shall grant no license or permit for 
the permanent establishment of any enterprise, commercial, fraternal, 
or non-profit, without first conducting a public hearing at which own- 
ers of adjoining or affected properties shall be heard. The Selectmen 
shall cause notice of said hearing to appear in one or more newspapers, 
published in the County of Norfolk and nearest to the Town of Belling- 
ham, at least ten (10) days before the time at which said hearing is to 
be held. 


Section 4. In all cases of disposal by sale of town property, as 
provided by law or otherwise, the Selectmen shall cause notice of said 
sale to appear in one or more newspapers, published in the County of 
Norfolk and nearest to the Town of Bellingham, once a week for at 
least three weeks, the final publication to be at least ten (10) days be- 
fore the time advertised for said sale. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk immediately 
after every town meeting to notify in writing all members of com- 
mittees who may be elected or appointed at such meetings, stating the 
business upon which they are to act and the names of the persons com- 
posing the committees, and also to notify all officers, boards and com- 
mittees of all votes passed at such meeting in any way affecting them. 


ARTICLE IV 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a Finance Committee consisting of nine 
legal voters of the town, three from each precinct at all times, who shall 
be appointed by the Moderator as hereinafter provided. No elective or 
appointive town officer or town employee shall be eligible to serve on 
said committee. 


Section 2. The Moderator of the town meeting when this by-law 
is adopted shall within thirty days after such by-laws becomes effective 
appoint three members of said committee to serve until the annual town 
meeting in March 1947, three members to serve until the annual town 
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meeting in March 1948 and three members to serve until the annual 
town meeting in March 1949. At the annual town meeting in March 
1947 and at each annual town meeting thereafter the Moderator thereof 
shall appoint three members of said committee for terms of three years. 
The terms of office of said members shall commence immediately upon 
qualification and shall expire at the close of finale adjournment of the 
annual town meeting at which their successors are appointed. Said 
committe shall choose its own officers and shall serve without pay, and 
it shall cause to be kept a true record of its proceedings. 


Section 3. The said committee shall fill any vacancy which may 
occur in its membership, by vote, attested copy of which shall be sent 
by the secretary to the Town Clerk. If any member is absent from five 
consecutive meetings of said committee, except in case of illness, his 
position shall be deemed to be vacant and shall be filled as herein pro- 
vided. The term of office of any person so chosen to fill a vacancy shall 
expire at the final adjournment of the next succeeding annual town 
meeting, and the Moderator thereof shall appoint his successor to com- 
plete the unexpired term of the member in whose office such vacancy 
originally occurred. | 


Section 4. All articles in any warrant for a town meeting shall 
be referred to the Finance Committee for its consideration. The select- 
men after drawing any such warrant shall transmit immediately a copy 
thereof to each member of said committee. A public hearing shall be 
held, at least four days before such town meeting upon all such arti- 
cles, unless a public hearing by some other tribunal is required by law, 
and a notice of such hearing shall be given by posting a copy thereof 
in at least one public place in each precinct. Said committee shall after 
due consideration of the subject matter of such articles, report thereon 
to the town meeting, in writing, such recommendations as it deems best 
for the interests of the town and its citizens. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee annually 
to consider the expenditures in previous years and the estimated re- 
quirements for the ensuing year of the several boards, officers, and 
committees of the town, as prepared by them in such form and detail 
as may be prescribed by said committee. The said committee shall add 
to such statement of expenditures and estimates another column, giving 
the amounts which in its opinion should be appropriated for the ensu- 
ing year, and shall further add thereto such explanations and sugges- 
tions relating to the proposed appropriations as it may deem expedient, 
and report thereon as provided in section four. 


Section 6. In the discharge of its duty, said committee shall have 
free access to all books of records and accounts, bills and vouchers on 
which money has been or may be paid from the town treasury. Officers, 
boards and committees of the town shall, upon request, furnish said 
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committee with facts, figures and any other information pertaining to 
their several activities. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to make 
an annual report of its doings, with recommendations relative to finan- 
cial matters and the conduct of town business, to be contained in the 
annual town report. 


ARTICLE. V 
FINANCIAL AFFAIRS 


Section 1. An audit of the accounts of the town shall be made 
annually under the supervision of the State Division of Accounts, as 
provided by section thirty-five of chapter forty-four of the General 
Laws. 


Section 2. Each officer, board or committee authorized to spend 
money shall, on or before January seventh of each year transmit to the 
Town Accountant all unpaid bills outstanding as of December thirty- 
first of the year next preceding. 


Section 3. The Town Accountant shall prescribe the methods of 
accounting and the forms to be used by the several officers, boards and 
committees of the town pertaining to their receipts and disbursements 
and shall provide that such methods and forms shall conform to the 
requirements prescribed by law or any rules or regulations made there- 
under, 


Section 4. All town officers, whether elected or appointed by the 
Selectmen, shall except as otherwise provided by law, pay all money 
belonging to the town, received by them in their respective departments, 
for the sale of property or from any other source whatsoever, to the 
Town Treasurer, within one week, and shall make a true return thereof 
to the Town Accountant, stating the accounts upon which such amounts 
were received. 


ARTICLE VI 
CONTRACTS BY TOWN OFFICERS 


Section 1. No officer of the town shall in his official capacity 
make or pass upon or participate in making or passing upon, any sale, 
contract or agreement or the terms or amount of any payment in which 
the town is interested and in which such officer has any personal finan- 
cial interest, direct or indirect. 


Section 2. No town officer and no salaried employee of the town, 
or any agent of any such officer or employee, shall receive any com- 
pensation or commission for work done by him for the town, except his 
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official salary and fees allowed by law, without the permission of the 
Selectmen expressed in a vote which shall appear on their records with 
the reasons therefor. 


Section 3. No contract involving an obligation of the town in 
excess of $500 shall be binding upon the town unless it is in writing and 
is signed by at least a majority of the board or committee duly author- 
ized or having control of the appropriation against which such obligation 
is incurred; and such board or committee shall make a record of every 
such contract in a book which shall be the property of the town. (Ap- 
proved July 21, 1948). 


Section 4. Every contract exceeding $1,000 shall be accom- 
panied by a suitable bond for the performance of the same, or by the 
deposit of money or security to the amount of such bond if so requested 
by the officer or board authorized to make the contract. 


Section 5. No board or officer shall make any contract in behalf 
of the town, the execution of which shall necessarily extend beyond one 
year from the date thereof, except as otherwise provided by law, unless 
specific authority to do so has been given by vote of the town. 


Section 6. (a) No contract shall be awarded for any work or serv- 
ice to be performed for the town, other than professional service or 
service performed by a person regularly employed by the town as part 
of the duties of such employment, the estimated cost of which is five 
hundred dollars ($500) or more, and no purchase of materials, supplies 
or equipment shall be made which is estimated to cost five hundred 
dollars ($500) or more, unless competitive bids for such contracts or 
purchase have first been obtained. 


(b) The provisions of the preceding section shall not apply: 


(1) In cases of special emergency requiring immediate action for 
the preservation of life or the protection of property. 


(2) In the case of work or service of a specialized nature for 
which fair and reasonable competition cannot be obtained. 


(c) If a contract or purchase is made without competitive bids 
under the exception allowed in paragraph (b), such contract or 
purchase shall have attached to it previous to its audit by the 
Town Accountant, a certificate by the officer, board or commit- 
tee authorizing the same, setting forth the reason why compet- 
itive bids were not obtained. 


(d) Competitive bids shall be invited as follows: 


(1) All competitive bids shall be invited by advertisement in the 
Franklin Sentinel, Milford Daily News, and the Woonsocket Call; 
said advertisement to be published once in each of the aforesaid 
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three newspapers at least twenty (20) days before the time ad- 
vertised for the opening of bids. (Approved August 15, 1961). 


(2) In all cases of competitive bids, by the sending of letters of 
invitation, all bearing the same date in each instance, to a suf- 
ficient number of vendors, contractors or other qualified persons 
to insure fair competition. 


(e) Every invitation for competitive bids shall state the time and 
place where plans and specifications of proposed work or mate- 
rials, supplies or equipment may be obtained, and the time and 
place at which bids will be opened, and shall reserve to the town 
the right to reject any or all such bids. 


(f) All proposals shall be opened in public at the time and place 
specified therefor. No purchase, and no service or work for which 
a contract is proposed, shall be split or divided for the purpose 
of evading the provisions of this article. 


(g) <All plans and specifications, letters of invitations, bids on 
which awards have been made, certificates required by para- 
graph (c), and contracts, shall be kept on file and shall be open 
to public inspection at reasonable times. (Approved July 21, 1948). 


ARTICLE VII 
LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall be agents of the town to institute, 
prosecute and defend any and all claims, actions and proceedings to 
which the town is a party or in which the interests of the town are or 
may be involved. 


Section 2. The Selectmen may at their discretion compromise or 
settle any claim or suit to which the town is a party, which does not 
require the payment by the town of an amount in excess of one hundred 
dollars. No settlement of a claim or suit obligating the town in an 
amount in excess of one hundred dollars shall be made, except as author- 
ized by law, without the consent of the town meeting. 


Section 3. The Selectmen in their annual report shall state what 
actions have been brought against and on behalf of the town, what cases 
have been compromised or settled, and the current standing of all suits 
at law involving the town or any of its interests. 


Section 4. The Selectmen shall annually in March, after final ad- 
journment of the annual town meeting, appoint a person who is a mem- 
ber of the bar in good standing, to serve as Town Counsel for the term 
of one year from the first day of April following and until his successor 
is.appointed and enters upon the performance of his duties. They shall 
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likewise fill any vacancy in said office for the unexpired term, and may 
employ special counsel to assist the said Town Counsel whenever, in their 
judgment, necessity therefor arises. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Town Counsel to conduct the 
prosecution defense or compromise of claims, actions and proceeding to 
which the town is a party, and the prosecution of actions or proceedings 
by or on behalf of any town officer, board or committee as such; to 
conduct the defense of any action or proceedings brought against any 
town officer, board or committee as such when the Selectmen, having 
determined that any right or interests of the town are or may be involved 
therein, shall so request; to conduct proceedings brought by or against 
the Assessors before the Board of Tax Appeals; to assist in the prosecu- 
tion of complaints for violation of any by-law of the town, when re- 
quested so to do by the board or officer enforcing the same; to examine 
and report upon titles to all land to be acquired by the town; to prepare 
or approve contracts, bonds, deeds and other legal instruments in which 
the town is a party or in which any right or interest of the town is 
involved; to appear at any and all hearings on behalf of the town when- 
ever his services may be required; and generally to advise and act for 
the town officers, boards and committees upon and in legal matters 
touching the duties of their respective offices. 


ARTICLE VIII 
RECORDS AND REPORTS 


Section 1. All officers, boards and committees of the town, shall 
cause records of their doings and accounts to be kept in suitable books. 
Said books shall be ‘kept in their respective places in the town offices, 
and shall not be removed therefrom. Said books shall, unless otherwise 
provided by law, be open to public inspection at any reasonable time, 
but shall remain during such inspection under supervision of the officer, 
board or committee having custody thereof. 


Section 2. All officers, boards, standing committees and special 
committees of the town having charge of the expenditure of town money 
shall annually report thereon in writing in such manner as to give the 
citizens a fair and full understanding of the objects and methods of such 
expenditures, referring, however, to the report of the Town Accountant 
for statements in detail of receipts and payments, and may make there- 
in such recommendations as they deem proper. Such reports shall be 
submitted to the Selectmen for inclusion in the annual town report on 
or before the tenth of January of each year. 


Section 3. The annual town report shall contain, in addition to the 
reports of officers, boards and committees as hereinbefore provided, a 
detailed report of all moneys received into and paid out of the town 
treasury in the financial year next preceding, showing separately pay- 
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ments made from the proceeds of loans as capital outlays for perman- 
ent improvements; the report of the collector of taxes, of receipts, pay- 
ments and abatements; statements of all funds belonging to the town 
or held for the benefit of its inhabitants; a statement of the liabilities 
of the town on bonds, notes, certificates of indebtedness, or otherwise, 
and of indebtedness authorized but not incurred, and the purposes there- 
of; a statement of transfers made to or from any appropriation; ab- 
stracts of the records of all town meetings held since publication of the 
last annual report; and such other matters as the said report is required 
by law to contain, or as may be inserted by the Selectmen under the 
discretion granted them by law. 


Section 4. The Selectmen, or the Town, may direct that the Asses- 
sors’ valuation list, the by-laws and standing votes of the town, and the 
rules or regulations adopted by any officer, board or committee, be prin- 
ted as a part of the annual town report. 

Section 5. The Selectmen shall cause the Assessors’ ape i list 
to be published at least once every five years beginning in 1946. 


ARTICLE IX 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may order numbers to be af- 
fixed to or painted on the buildings on any street, in their discretion. 
The owner of every house shall comply with such order within ten days 
thereafter. (Adopted June 26, 1950; Approved September 29, 1950). 


Section 2, 1.The removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel from any 
parcel of land not in public use in the Town of Bellingham, except as 
hereinafter provided, shall be allowed only after a written permit is ob- 
tained therefore from the Board of Selectmen after a public hearing of 
which written notice must be given to abutters and also published in the 
Woonsocket Call and the Milford Daily News by said Board at least sev- 
en days prior to said public hearing. 


2. No permit shall be required for the continuous operation on any 
parcel of a sand and gravel pit in operation at the time this By-law is 
adopted, provided such operation is not thereafter discontinued for more 
than one year. A permit shall be required however, for such continous 
operation if, at the time this By-law is adopted, said operation has ex- 
tended to within three hundred feet of a street, way or abutter. No per- 
mit shall be required for the removal of soil, loam, sand, or gravel from 
any parcel of land when incidental to and in connection with the con- 
struction of a building on said parcel. No permit shall be required for the 
removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel from any parcel of land by an 
owner whose principal business is not the sand and gravel business and 
who removes said soil, loam, sand or gravel for his own usage or for the 
use of any other person, but not for the sale thereof. A permit shall be 
required, however, for the removal of soil, loam, sand or gravel from 
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any parcel of land when the purpose of said removal is such as to alter 
the present usage of said parcel, and said purpose shall be written into 
the permit and into the records of the Board. 


3. In issuing a permit under this By-law the Board of Selectmen 
may impose such reasonable conditions not specifically provided for here- 
in as it may deem necessary for the adequate protection of the neigh- 
borhood and the Town. Any condition imposed by the Board shall be 
attached to and made a part of the permit. The Board may require a 
bond in an amount not to exceed $1,000.00 for the issuance of any per- 
mit required under this By-law for compliance with the completion of 
any proposed alteration in the usage of a parcel of land. 


The Board shall, after a public hearing subject to the conditions set 
forth in paragraph one of this By-law, and on proof of violation of any 
condition of this law, revoke any permit or permits issued in connection 
therewith. No permit shall be issued under the provisions of this By-law 
for a period of more than two years. 


4. The Board, in issuing such permits as are authorized herein, 
shall impose such reasonable conditions as to the disposition of top soil 
and the reestablishment of ground levels and grades as it may deem 
necessary, including the replacement of such top soil and the re-seeding 
thereof. 


Removal of Soil or Loam: 


5. Soil or loam may be removed from any parcel of land within 
such parcel determined by the Board to be unsuited to agricultural use, 
and the Board may issue a permit for such removal, provided that the 
Board, before issuing said permit, obtains the recommendations of the 
appropriate Soil District Supervisor and the County Extension Director 
or Agent, or their successors, said recommendations to be made a part 
of the records of the Board. In issuing a permit the Board shall impose 
reasonable conditions as authorized in paragraph four of this By-law. 


6. Whoever violates the provisions of this By-law shall be pun- 
ished in accordance with the provisions of the General Laws. Chapter 
40, Section 21, as amended. Each day on which the removal of soil, loam, 
sand or gravel takes place in violation of the terms of this By-law shall 
constitute a separate offense for the person causing the removal of the 
same. (Approved May 22, 1956). 


All of above by-laws, except as otherwise noted, approved by At- 
torney General on December 30, 1946.

The Selectmen, and all boards, committees, heads of 
departments or other officers of the town authorized by law to expend 
money shall furnish to the Capital Improvements Committee before 
November 1 detailed estimates of the amounts necessary for Capital 
Improvements for the departments under their jurisdiction for the fol- 
lowing six years.

form to the Capital Improvements Committee.

Construction of our new standpipe on Chestnut Street was completed 
in July 1965. Water analysis contents was approved by the Mass. Dept. 
of Public Health and has been in operation since. 


The new standpipe capacity is 1,500,000 gallons and the old standpipe 
on So. Main Street has a capacity of 500,000 making a total storage 
capacity of 2,000,000 gallons thus assuring better fire protection for 
the Town. wii 


WATER CONSUMPTION 


The problem of water supply for today and for the future is serious. 

Water is becoming increasingly more important to the public, but 
the public is reluctant to recognize this fact. Lavish use of water is 
costly and any flat rate system produces lavish use. This can be con- 
trolled only by water measurement. 
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METERING EQUITABLE METHOD 


Meters are now in use or are being installed in almost every city 
and town in this country, and their use will soon be practically universal. 


The purpose of metering is not to reduce the use of water but merely 
to prevent unreasonable waste, and meters do wage war on waste most 
effectively. 


Metering all services will put the community on an even basis so 
that no one may use more water than another for the same price. You 
pay for what you get and no more. 


Many communities have been able to postpone expansion programs 
after installing meters, because consumption dropped to a range easily 
handled by present facilities. 


IN CONCLUSION 


It is for this reason that I point out the importance of accurate 
metering as a valuable tool in conservation. 


Although the program is essential to the future of the Town, wisdom 
and patience is required to “sell” the idea to many divergent groups. 


Good water costs money. It’s worth it. 


In closing I wish to thank the members of the Board and all town 
officials and department heads for their cooperation and assistance dur- 
ing the past year. 


As I am concluding my duties as Water Superintendent effective 
January 1, 1966. I want to express my very sincere appreciation for the 
privilege of having served the Townspeople as a former member of the 
Board of Water Commissioners for ten years, and as Superintendent 
of water for seven years, which I am relinquishing. 


It has been a wonderfully satisfying experience which I shall always 
cherish.

AMBULANCE-RESCUE DIVISION 267 


The number of calls answered by the Fire and Forest Fire Depart- 
ments during the year of 1965 show a decrease of approximately 10 per- 
cent under that of 1964. There was, however an increase of 16 percent 
in the number of Ambulance-Rescue calls. This figure is increasing 
rapidly each year. 


The Rescue Wagon is now eleven years old and the Ambulance is 
four years old. Some thought should be given to the purchase of a new 
ambulance. 


I wish to thank all the officers and men of the three stations and 
the officers and men of the ambulance and rescue for their splendid 
cooperation. These devoted men are on call for any emergency twenty- 
four hours per day, whether it be for fire or ambulance service. These 
underpaid servants devote much or their free time to practice and drill 
session without pay in order that they may be best prepared for any 
emergency that might arise. 


The new Police-Fire Station should be accepted prior to the Annual 
Town Meeting. This building has given the Fire Department more floor 
space and the necessary equipment to start a fire alarm system that 
should eventually cover all sections of the Town. 


The new 750-gallon pumper should be in operation before the Annual 
Town Meeting convenes. This will definitely improve and increase the 
efficiency of the Fire Department. 


The Highway and Water Departments have been most cooperative 
in keeping the Fire Department informed of all highway and hydrants 
under repairs. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, I wish to express my sincere 
thanks for their cooperation, understanding and assistance that has been 
given to the three divisions that come under the jurisdiction of the 
Fire Department.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Finance Committee wishes to thank all the Town Departments 
for their cooperation this past year and for the prompt submission of 
their 1966 Budgets for our consideration. 


We congratulate the Planning Board for the initiation of a “Capital 
Expenditures Committee’. This committee was recommended in the 
Finance Committee Report in the 1964 Town Report. 


The Finance Committee also feels that the Town should enact a 
Betterment Assessment Plan. Under such a plan the cost of improve- 
ments would be shared by the Town and the abutters. We feel that im- 
provements such as water mains extensions, sewage, road improvements 
and sidewalks should be paid for by this means of assessment. 


We suggest the townspeople bear in mind that in the near future 
the Town should install water meters. Statistics seem to prove that 
towns which have installed meters have reduced their water consumption 
by 30 to 40%. We feel that this would help relieve the water shortage 
we are faced with each summer and also to help the Water Dept. to 
become a self sustaining Dept. 


The Finance Committee urges the townspeople to consider carefully 
all Special Articles on the 1966 Annual Warrant, especially those request- 
ing money. The School Budget is up approximately $185,000 over last 
year and if new building assessment does not meet this rise we can 
expect a substantial rise in the tax rate. 


We again urge the townspeople to attend our hearings as this is 
where the recommendations are made for spending your tax dollars and 
where a better understanding of how our town operates can be had. 


We also urge the townspeople to attend the Annual Town Meeting 
in March to transact the business of the Town.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Following the Annual Election in March the Board reorganized and 
Joseph R. Scolavino was elected Chairman. 


The various positions filled by appointments of the Board are listed 
elsewhere in this book. 


The following action was taken by the Board in the various departments 
under our direction. 


General Government: 


The Boards requested that the Town Clerk conduct the state 
decennial census. This was done under the direction of Mr. Trudeau and 
our population was certified as 10,604 on January 1, 1965. This was an 
increase of 3,830 since 1960. 


General maintenance consisting principally of painting was com- 
pleted at Town Hall, North Community Building and the Lyndon 
Murray Memorial Building. An electric water fountain was installed at 
Town Hall. 


House numbering was continued under the direction of Ralph H. 
Baisley. 


We direct your attention to the report of Town Council for informa- 
tion regarding legal actions against and on behalf of the Town. 


The Little League Baseball Diamond between the schools on Harpin 
Street was named in memory of Archille E. Trottier, former Chairman 
of the Board of Appeals and former Clerk of the Board of Selectmen. 


A three member committee was appointed to survey the possibility 
of unifying the various telephone exchanges serving the Town. The 
Telephone Company proposed a plan which would have helped to reduce 
rates for Town residents. However, the plan was defeated when sub- 
scribers outside of Bellingham voted against it. The committee remains 
active and it is hoped that a new and more acceptable plan will soon 
be accepted. 


The bounds were marked along the Bellingham-Mendon Town line. 


A five member committee was appointed to investigate the possibility 
and advisability of establishing a Housing Authority in Bellingham. 
This had been authorized under Article 17 of the 1963 Annual Town 
Meeting. The committee reported its findings to Town Meeting October 
27th. and it was voted under Article 8 of the same meeting to establish 
a Housing Authority. 
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Protection of persons and property. 


The construction of the Fire-Police Station was substantially com- 
pleted during the year. The Police Department Office was moved from 
Town Hall to the new building. Station two of the Fire Department is 
now located there as is the rescue truck. 


Members of the Police Department gained Civil Service Status during 
the year. This was after the results of examinations given during 1964 
were announced. 


The Board adopted rules and orders for the regulation of traffic upon 
the streets and highways. These will become effective after being adver- 
tised in early 1966. 


Two new Police Cruisers and additional Fire Engine were placed on 
order and are scheduled for delivery early in 1966. 


The Board put a new Hlectrical Inspection Fee Schedule into effect. 


At the suggestion of the Bureau of Accounts the Board abated cer- 
tain outstanding Ambulance Rescue Accounts Receivable. 


Highways: 


Additional space for the Highway Department vehicles and workshop 
became available when the Fire Department vehicles were moved to 
the new station. 


With permission from the Town Meeting the Board received bids and 
sold a 1928 Warco Highway Grader for $62.00. 


A side walk snow plow was purchased and a truck was placed on 
order. A new automatic sander was also purchased. 


The entire length of Route 126 from the Medway Town Line to the 
Blackstone Town Line was painted with a center line to assist traffic 
flow. 


It is planned to continue Chapter 90 work on Blackstone and Center 
Street during 1966. 


Numerous street lights were installed as authorized by the Town Met- 
ing and in several heavily traveled areas the Board has had more power- 
ful lights installed. 


For the convenience of the Townspeople we are including the By- 
Laws and Zoning By-Laws of the Town in this Town Report. 


The Board would like to extend its sincere thanks to the many Town 
Officials and Citizens who assisted in so many ways during the past year.

STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of Bellingham 


CHAPTER 81 


All necessary repairs such as cleaning catch basins, drain pipes, cul- 
verts, water ways, patching, scraping and graveling, cutting brush, 
mix in place was done under CHAPTER 81 covering a total of 62 miles 
of accepted roads and highways. All work was done as per agreement 
between the Board of Selectmen and the State Engineers. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Two sections of North Main Street (126) were resurfaced with type 
“C” asphaltic road mix a total of 0.95 miles about 15,000 sq. yards. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


The base and finish Type I laid on Center Street and another 1,000 
ft. section of Center Street started in 1965 all work done as per agree- 
ment with the Board of Selectmen and the State Engineers at District 
No. 6 office Taunton. 


HIGHWAY SAND CLEANING 


Sand was removed from many of the main streets in town but not 
enough money was available to do all that was necessary. 


BRIDGES AND RAILINGS 


Railings repaired and replaced on North Main Street, South Main 
Street, Pulaski Boulevard, Park Street, Maple Street, and Farm Street 
over passed year. Also all bridge pilings were inspected by this Depart- 
ment by boat and found to be in good condition. 
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SIGNS AND GUIDEBOARDS 


Many signs and guideboards replaced this year but the need exists for 
a complete program of new signs and guide posts. 


TRENTON STREET DRAINAGE 


660 ft. of 12 inch concrete pipe, catch basins and 1 manhole were in- 
stalled starting from the corner of Cabot Street to Central Blvd. on 
Trenton, and from Trenton St. to the existing drains of Pulaski Blvd. 


NORFOLK STREET DRAINAGE 


500 ft. of 12 inch concrete pipes and 2 catch basins were installed on 
Norfolk Street, starting at a low point in front of the home of Robert 
Fleuette to the existing drains on said street. 


OSWEGO STREET IMPROVEMENT 


550 ft. of 12 inch concrete pipe, 3 catch basins and 1 manhole were 
installed on Oswego Street running all the 550 ft. accepted by the Town. 
Oswego Street was brought up to grade with gravel and sealed with 
MC 800. 


SPRING STREET DRAINAGE 


440 ft. of 24 inch concrete pipe was installed along with 2 manholes 
and headwall to complete drainage and improve level of Pumpkin Pond. 


SNOW AND ICE CONTROL 


The Highway Department handled 4 plowing storms and 18 sanding 
storms in the year of 1965. Picking up of snow was carried out where 
possible. 


I recommend that the town give some serious thought to the buying 
of a street sweeper, a catch basin cleaner, a small front end loader and 
backhoe combined, and I believe that the purchase of 3 or 4 plows to 
equip our own trucks would save the town a considerable amount of 
money and would enable the Highway Department to perform their 
duties more efficiently and economically. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police Department, the 
Fire Department, the Civilian Defense, the Water Department, and the 
County Engineers for their splendid cooperation received this year. I 
would also like to thank the employees of the Highway Department for 
their devotion to duty, for the time I served this year as Highway Super- 
intendent.

AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Bellingham School Committee: 


This has been a very exciting and fruitful year, in that great strides 
have been realized in both horizontal and vertical education. Horizont- 
ally, we have broadened our educational offerings and vertically we have 
re-established and explored more deeply the vast depths of academic 
and factual bodies. 


Thus, in this our seventh annual report, we shall attempt to convey 
to you the highlights of public school endeavors in our pursuit of excell- 
ence in education. 


Not unlike so many other communities our school population con- 
tinues to grow. This of necessity demands that prudent use of our ex- 
isting facilities becomes even more important and further study be 
given to expansion of physical plants. 


Fortunately, but not too soon, our new Elementary school in the 
Wethersfield complex we are told, will be ready for occupancy in Sep- 
tember of 1966. Its occupancy will eliminate two platoon sessions at 
the elementary level. 


We call your attention to the projected enrollment which follows. 
These estimates will not only justify the need for our new Elementary 
school, but also will point up the necessity for a hard look at future 
needs. We are heartened by the fact that the School Committee is to 
sponsor an article in the town warrant that gives heed to our call in 
past reports for such an article.

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We have experienced the need for additional staffing on a part 
time basis in music and art. Both these areas of the humanities have 
great significance in our modern day curriculum. In music, we have 
established as our goals - a love for music, development to some degree 
in performance of music, and quality in performance as well as in 
‘listening. In art we observe that the eye sees, the mind records, and the 
hand obeys. It is important to strengthen this process in each child. The 
student becomes more aware of his surroundings (the eye sees), he un- 


derstands his environment (the mind records), and he re-enforces his 
knowledge by direct communication (the hand obeys). 


In both these courses, as well as all others, we try to motivate the 
student through a variety of media and hope to bring out the potehtial 
and individuality of each student 


We recognize reading as a “tool” subject. Sucess in reading is a 
measure of success in all other subject matter areas. For the student, 
reading is a key to success in school, to the development of out of school 
interests, to the enjoyment of leisure time, and to personal and social 
adjustment. Some students are confronted with reading problems which 
require the attention of a reading expert. Thus, we have engaged the 
services of a remedial reading instructor. 


In addition to our reading readiness and reading achievement tests, 
an organized extensive testing program is in effect in grades one through 
twelve. Intelligence tests are administered in grades 1, 3, 5, 7, 9 and 10. 
Achievement tests are administered in grades 2, 4, 6, 8, 9 and 10. This is 
the minimum program. Other tests are administered as needs require. 
In grade 11 is administered the Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test, 
the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, and the Test of Ac- 
ademic Prowess. In grade 12 is administered the Preliminary Scholastic 
Aptitude Test, the Scholastic Aptitude Test, Achievement Test and the 
National Merit Schoiarship Qualifying Test. 


During the past year we have grown academically in depth (vertical 
education) and in width (horizontal education). To present testimony 
to this fact, the following summary comparing the year 1963 with 1965 
in a few subject matter areas is herein submitted. The grades involved 
are 9 through 12.

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in 1963 there were 30 courses and services offered our students. In 1965 
there are 56 courses and services offered our students. In 1965 alone 
there are 25 additional courses and services offered our students-- in- 
cluded was the opening of our wood and metal shops in September of 
1965. 


It can now be said that our High school program has a high degree 
of holding power. Our course offerings are indeed flexible and extensive 
and our qualified staff energize their worth. Our system has the kind of 
diversified program that causes pupils to be “drop ins’”’ rather than 
“drop outs’. Our pupil drop out in 1965 in grades 7 - 12 was 5% which 
is considerably below both State and National averages. 


All our teachers have taken at least one professional improvement 
course in the past three years. Many have attended conferences, semin- 
ars and meetings at after school hours. We are proud of our staff and 
its accomplishments. 


In order to strengthen our curriculum and coordinate its direction 
in a special manner, a curriculum coordinator was appointed in Septem- 
ber of 1965. The major function of this office is to assume the respon- 
ibility of working with teaching, administrative and supervisory staff 
(and citizens) in a continuous program aimed at raising the quality of 
instruction. This is to be accomplished by way of these steps: a. Devel- 
opment, b. Improvement and ¢. Co-ordination of curricula of system. 
The curriculum coordinator will serve as a resource person, developing 
materials, utilizing community resources, fully developing sound cur- 
riculum, and being concerned with planning procedures. 


Much has been accomplished in this direction. The most significant 
project of our High school administration and coordinator is curriculum 
revision and self-evaluation in anticipation of evaluation by the New 
England Association of Colleges, and Secondary Schools. This is a 
long term project and it is hoped that all can be accomplished in no 
more than three years. 


On Sunday, June 6, 1965, Bellingham held its first outdoor gradua- 
tion exercises. This was our 27th graduating class and our largest with 
94 graduates. It was a very colorful and memorable event. A large per- 
centage of fhese graduates have gone on to further their education in a 
formal way. The program follows:

In the fall of the year we inaugurated another first for our school 
system — Evening Adult Education. Fourteen courses were offered with 
an average class size of 22 students. Three hundred and twelve people 
were enrolled. 


We now have a revised and an up to date method of reporting to 
parents the progress of their children in a new report card for grades 
four through twelve with four marking terms. 


We are also mindful of our responsibility regarding the health and 
welfare of our pupils. Pupils in grades 1, 4, 7 and 11, together with all 
participating in athletics, were administered physical examinations. Per- 
sonnel of the Norfolk County Health Association made available tuber- 
culin tests to pupils in grades 1, 7 and 11. All pupils were given vision 
and hearing tests. In addition to their many other duties, our health 
department inspected at the Elementary level alone, 750 pupils, held 
more than 100 teacher conferences, and made 110 home visits as well 
as giving attention to minor injuries. 


In summary may we restate: 


1. Bellingham has improved its curriculum both in depth and 
enrichment. 


Our testing program is truly coordinated. 


A record class was graduated.

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We are most cognizant of the fact that our improved program, and 
our hope for future growth and improvement, requires the continued 
understanding and support of our citizenry. It can be said that we either 
take it out of our pockets or out of our children. We are encouraged by 
the fact that you have chosen to follow the path of the former. 


We believe that 1965 can be recorded as a milestone year. If we 
were prone to forecasting we would decree that our system is good now 
— will get better. 


We acknowledge the dedication and loyalty of our staff. We appre- 
ciate the efforts, cooperation and dedication of purpose of, the School 
Committee and the several town departments with whom we come in 
contact almost daily. We further recognize the efforts of the Parent- 
Teacher Association, Building Committees, the Lions Club and other 
civic organizations.

On January 21, 1965 the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional 
District School Committee voted to authorize the School District 
attorney to take the necessary steps to acquire the Voss property on 
Pleasant Street in West Upton for the site of the new Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School. 


The architectural contract with the Wendell T. Phillips Associates 
of Milford, Mass. was approved by the Regional School Committee on 
February 18, 1965. 


The Emergency Finance Board of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts authorized the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School Dis- 
trict to borrow the sum of $1,200,000 for the construction of the regional 
vocational school on January 22, 1965. 


In March, Mr. Charles E. Burnham the Committee member from 
Hopedale resigned after having faithfully served the Blackstone Valley 
Vocational Regional School District for four years. The Committee re- 
grets that the pressure of other business necessitated Mr. Burnham’s 
decision to resign, but his substantial contribution to the work of the 
Committee over the years is greatly appreciated. Mr. Harrison N. 
Thibault was appointed by the Board of Selectmen of Hopedale to serve 
for the balance of Mr. Burnham’s term. 


Final plans for the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional . School 
were approved by the Committee on April 26, 1965. 


On May 6, 1965 Mr. Paul G. Bazinet of Grafton was selected by the 
Committee as the Clerk of the Works for the regional school. 


On May 20, 1965 the site development contract in the amount of 
$103,184. was awarded to Arthur Schofield, Inc., 265 Old Connecticut 
Path, Wayland, Mass.

The outstanding event of the year occurred on May 25, 1965 when 
the ground breaking ceremonies were held at the school site in West 
Upton. Mr. James Kellett, Chairman of the Ground Breaking Committee, 
introduced Mr. Matthew Krajewski, Chairman of the District School 
Committee, who welcomed the large gathering. 


The invocation was given by Rev. Richard Leonard of the Metho- 
dist Church in Douglas. 


The principal address on this occasion was given by House Speaker 
John F. X. Davoren; other speakers were Paul J. Sullivan, Superinten- 
dent-Director; Mr. James Mullaney, former Chairman of the District 
School Committee; Mr. Matthew Krajewski, present chairman; and Mr. 
Walter J. Markham, Director of the Massachusetts Division of Voca- 
tional Education. 


At the conclusion of Rep. Davoren’s speech, the entire School Com- 
mittee broke ground for the new building with thirteen gold-painted 
shovels. 


The ceremonies were concluded with the benediction, given by Rev. 
Rene Julian, pastor of the Assumption Church in Bellingham. 


On June 24, 1965 A. Mason & Sons, Inc., Thompson Rd., Webster, 
Mass. was selected as the General Contractor to build the Blackstone 
Valley Regional Vocational Technical School for the sum of $1,464.184. 


Due to the fact that the lowest bid for the construction of the 
school was considerably higher than expected, the Regional School Com- 
mittee voted on June 24, 1965 to incur additional debt of $475,000, 
making a total of $1,675,000. 


Approval of the additional indebtedness was received from the 
Emergency Finance Board of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts on 
July 28, 1965. 


For the first time in the history of vocational education Federal 
money was made available for the construction of a vocational school 
when a grant of $55, 625 was made to the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical School. We have been assured by Mr. Walter J. 
Markham, Director of the Massachusetts Division of Vocational Educa- 
tion, that additional! Federal funds will be made available as the con- 
struction progresses, 


On October 21, 1965 the Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Commission announced that a grant of $93,925.40 was being made to 
the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District for planning 
expenses.

A party was 
arranged by the School. Committee members for him as an expression 
of their appreciation for the fine service that he gave to the Regional 
School District over the last two years. 


Mr. Arthur C. Young, our Treasurer, was elected Secretary by the 
Regional School Committee to serve for the balance of Mr. Peckham’s 
term. 


On December 1, 1965 the Regional School District offered for sale 
school bonds in the amount of $1,675,000. The bonds were sold to the 
Hartford National Bank & Trust Company and Associates, the lowest 
bidder, at a price of 100.1699 with a 3.7 percent interest rate. 


The construction of the Regional Vocational Technical High School 
has been progressing very satisfactorilly with the exception of the 
structural steel and the bar joists. We have been most fortunate in 
having unusually good weather so far this fall and winter, with the 
result that the general contractor has been able to complete a much 
larger percentage of the concrete and masonry work than was expected. 
This has enabled the contractor to make up much of the time that has 
been lost due to the lack of steel. Fortunately, the missing steel did 
arrive at the very end of the year so that it will now be possible to go 
ahead more rapidly and unless some unseen event should occur, we will 
be able to start classes next September. 


The Superintendent-Director has visited the schools in every town 
of the Regional School District to talk to the boys in the eighth grade 
about the aims and objectives of vocational education. In his talks the 
Superintendent-Director stressed the importance of having both a high 
school education and a vocational skill. He also described the voca- 
tional courses that will be offered next September and showed slides of 
a vocational school in operation. At the conclusion of the program, a 
brochure describing the school and applications were passed out to each 
boy. They were asked to discuss the matter with their parents, then to 
fill out the application if they were interested, and have it signed by 
their parents. 


The response on the part of the boys and their parents has been 
tremendous. At the present time we have almost three hundred applica- 
tions and more are being received every day. 


During this year many problems have arisen which have been suc- 
cessfully solved by the Regional School Committee and all indications 
for the coming year point to the successful completion of the Regional 
Vocational Technical High School and the start of the long-awaited 
vocational training opportunities for the young men of the region.

Classification of Costs 

For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the Dis- 
trict against the member towns, costs shall be divided into two 
categories: capital costs and operating costs. 


Capital Costs 
Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of capital 
outlay such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of construct- 


ing, reconstructing and adding to buildings, and the cost of re- 
modeling or making extraordinary repairs to a school building 
or buildings, including without limitation the cost of the origin- 
al equipment and furnishings for such buildings or additions, 
plans, architects’ and consultants’ fees, grading and other costs 
incidental to placing school buildings and additions and related 
premises in operating condition. Capital costs shall also include 
payment of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or other 
obligations issued by the District to finance capital costs. 


Apportionment of Capital Costs 
Capital costs shall be apportioned annually in December for the 
ensuing year as follows: 


(1) Each member town’s share of the capital costs incurred 
in connection with the construction, equipping and placing 
in operation of the initial district school building, includ- 
ing the payment of principal of and interest on bonds, 
notes or other obligations of the District to finance such 
capital costs, shall be determined by computing the ratio 
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which the sum of its public school male pupil enrollments 
in grades nine through twelve, inclusive, on October 1 of 
the three years next preceding the year in which the 
Committee votes to authorize the incurring of such capital 
costs bears to the sum of the public school male pupil en- 
rollments in grades nine through twelve, inclusive, of all 
the member towns on October 1 of the same three years; 
and in the case of capital costs consisting of the payment 
of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or other obli- 
gations issued by the District, the ratio shall not be 
changed during the period in which such bonds, notes or 
other obligations are outstanding, except as provided in 
subsection VII (A). For the purpose of this clause (1) of 
Section (A) above, public school male pupil enrollments 
shall be defined as the number of male pupils in grades 
nine through twelve, inclusive, residing in each member 
town and receiving education at such town’s expense.
